As I sit iii tho -h.ndo of tho starboard 
railing writing this, says the Callao cor­ 
respondent of the San Francisco Chron' 
iclc, I see the Blanco and Huascar put­ 
ting: slowly out from under cover of San 
Lorenzo point, and know that they will 
at earn up to within a respectable distance 
of the shore *1:111-, open lire, and after a 
shot or two retire to their old anchorage. 
There, already, a white puff leaves the 
Huascar’s side, aud by the time this sen­ 
tence is finished the boom of the report 
will have reached my ears. The Chilians 
have the best ordnance, and, which is 
of much more consequence, have Amer­ 
icans to handle it. 
Nor is the ut her side 
without its re*'ruits from soldiers of for­ 
tune hailing from the United States 
The last exploit by one of these has cre­ 
ated a considerable stir, and has already 
been referred to as the disaster to the 
Loa. 
It occurred the day before we ar­ 
rived here, bat every one is fall of the 
affair, and these are some of the facts, 
all of which may not have reached you 
by telegraph: On the -4th of last month 
the Chilian transport Loa brought four 
hundred and six Peruvian soldiers— 
'somehow or other the officers do not 
turn up again—to Callao, and after land­ 
ing them took her place among the block­ 
aders. 
The day before yesterday after­ 
noon the Loa, while patrolling the coast 
between San Lorenzo and Ancon, saw a 
boat beating about the Ilormigas de 
Terra. 
The craft's movements were so 
suspicious that the I»a lowered two boats 
and gave chase, when the occupant took 
to a small canoe he had in tow of tho 
large boat, and using his paddle vigor­ 
ously escaped to the shore. The Chilians 
found their prize to be a launch contain­ 
ing vegetables and garden stuff of all 
descriptions—a [perfect bonanza for a 
vessel on the blockade.

A North German Village. 
T he village of Y 
is only one of 
the thousands with which the country is 
literally peppered. 
It possesses most of 
the qualities, good, bad aud otherwise, 
which they share in common, at least in 
this province. 
At a distance they are 
picturesque; but if one desires to pre­ 
serve one’s illusions, one must not corno 
too near. 
They do look well in pic­ 
tures—rude cottages, filthy puddles and 
all; but then art isis can not, and would 
not, paint the smells. 
This particular 
village consists of a h.indredor so small 
cottages, built of rough stone, the old 
thatched with straw, the new’ with tiles. 
They are not unsightly in themselves, 
especially in summer, nestling in or­ 
chards, hedges and gardens, but their 
surroundings are abominable. 
Before 
each door is a huge dung hill (m il Re- 
meet zn n agcn), w here hens and swine 
dispute the territory, and evil-smelling 
green puddles, where geese, ducks and 
dirty children whose hair is bleached 
white with exposure to the sun, paddle I 
together in placid bliss from morn till 
dewy eve. 
bo far from trying to keep 
tach necessary adjuncts of agricultural 
life as dung hills, etc.,etc., out of sight, 
as isour American custom, they are here 
given the place d'honneur, and I fancy 
Ute family pretensions Ut ra n k are gauged 
In accordance with the more or less rapid 
accumulations of these manure beaus. 
Old men and women, beyond more 
active service, sit iii the door-ways and 
keep the feathered and unfealhered 
bipeds within Inwinds. 
Their faces are 
brown and wrinkled, like dried pears, 
their bodies bent and shriveled, but their 
tongues wag vigorously, and they knit 
incessantly, ixitii sexes, upon coarse 
woolen socks. 
There is no church at 
Y 
, the people attending sen ice at a 
neighboring village. 
The dignitary of 
the place seemed to lie the school-mas­ 
ter, w h o s e cottage was distinguishable 
from the rest by an air of superior neat­ 
ness and tile presence of a pretty garden 
fall of well-oared-for flowers. 
There is 
bere, as in all villages, a green where 
the peasants meet for recreation, wind­ 
mills on every little hill-top, and a well- 
filled, dreary old churchyard, which f o r 
barrenness would vie with any New 
England country burying-ground. There 
are no shops, not even a bakery, all pur­ 
chases tieing made in the distant town.

Thereupon the Consul sent 
her to the Mission Presbyterian Home 
on Sacramento Street, and instituted in­ 
quiries regarding the character of Ix>w 
Quoin* Row’. 
Finding all satisfactory, 
aud that he was abundantly able to take 
rare of the girl, whose name was Chun 
Chogyook, he brought them together in 
his private o ffice three days ago and 
after having procured a marriage license 
he sent for the Rev. Otis Gibson.
